For it is impossible to do 
away with fear as a motive as 
long as_ self-preservation re- 
mains our strongest instinct... 

It is: quite normal to have 


keep away from fire, knives and 
poisonous food. Everyone of 
you should have enough sense 
to be terror-stricken at. the 
sight of a madman or a wild 
beast. This is a sign of sanity 
and good common sense. 


Conquering and _ controlling 
the sense of fear consists in 
using it in the right way on the 
right objects. Fear is like salt. 
If salt is not used at all on 
food, the food is flat; if peured 
on like rain, the food is ined- 
ible; if the right dash is applied,

and goodness. 


If you have ever threatened 
your child into submission and 
obedience by saying: “The bug- 
aboo in the closet will get you,” 
you are abusing the emotions of 
the child, making him fear un- 
reality.

It 
is much like telling the young- 
ster to use his tongue to scrub 
the floor. Fear begets fear; and

Napoleon’s France. Tony is the fop 
who wears perfume and bright red 
suits and is the laughing stock of 
everybody. But, of course, he se- 
cretly is. the man who dons a 
purple mask and foils the plans of 
Napoleon and his cleverest aides. 
You can see the story is famifar, 
so are the duels, but then for those 
who like swashbuckling dramas 
this cinemascope film is as good 
as any other and when Dan O’Her- 
lihy is portraying the ruthless po- 
lice inspector it is somewhat better 
than most. 


JUMP INTO HELL (Warner 
Brothers) — This film irritated me. 
It is supposedly the story of the 
tragic and valiant stand at Dien- 
bienphu but a phony story of false 
heroics has replaced the true story. 
Newsreel shots have been mixed 
with the fictional but this authen- 
tic touch does not make up for the 
failure to give a truer picture of 
what really happened at Dienbien- 
phu. It can be recommended to no 
one. 


STRANGE LADY IN TOWN 
(Warner Brothers) — This two- 
hour-long western manages to hold 
the interest of the viewer all the 
way. Greer Garson is a redheaded 
doctor who comes west to Santa 
Fe because in Boston they don’t 
like woman doctors. She discovers 
that pioneers aren’t much more 
pleased than the easterners and an 
Irish doctor, played by Dana An- 
drews, is downright hostile. But 
thanks to a Franciscan priest who 
trusts her, she gains friends among 
the Mexicans and eventually wins 
over the town. Walter Hampden 
is excellent as the priest, Cameron 
Mitchell is equally good as the 
woman doctor’s black sheep broth- 
er. Most interesting of all is a 
gangly youngster, Lois Smith, who 
plays the role of Dana Andrews’ 
daughter. She is a totally unglamor- 
ous youngster who might well go 
on to great things in Hollywood. 
While this is not a great film, it is 
a pleasant and enjoyable picture 
that many will like. 


GATE OF HELL (Harrison) — 
This Japanese film won the Acad- 
emy award as the best foreign 
film of the year. While I didn’t 
care much for the story (somehow 
the stories of these Japanese films 
never interest me much) I did 
think the photography and color 
were by far the best of the year. 
Another art theater film, it will 
interest those who appreciate pho- 
tographic technical excellence. 
What the Japanese do to make 
their color films so much better 
than the Hollywood product, I do 
not know but I hope Hollywood 
soon learns.

At eight p.m. the young priest 
was in the church basement for 
the Chi Rho parents’ meeting.

After this 
answer has been established, the 
next step will be to examine the 
miracles which have been attribut- 
ed to Father Damien’s intercession. 

As a young priest of twenty-four 
Father gee de Veuster felt that 
God was calling Him to bring the 
gospel of Our Lord to a spot in 
the Pacific. Priests were badly 
needed there, and he volunteered 
to leave his own diocese in Bel- 
gium and follow his call. 

After nine years of extremely 
difficult work a os the 
people of several small islands of 
the Hawaiian group, he volun- 
teered for a post which, from all 
human standards, would be the 
last one in the world to choose. It 
was a step possible only for one 
whose heart overflowed with God’s 
love. He asked to take care of the 
lepers on the Island of Molokai, a 
terrible settlement where the peo- 
ple had been banished without 
care, without hope. 

They were entirely neglected— 
there were no hospitals to care for 
them—no doctors, no nurses, no 
church. This zealous soul took the 
whole burden on himself. He was 
not only priest, but also doctor, 
nurse, teacher, friend as well. In 
his Christ-like pity for these mis- 
erable people he wore himself out. 
He fought their battles on every 
front and finally was able to in- 
terest the Island government in 
their need. He became the spear- 
head of all the help that was later 
brought to them. And his story 
has been a rallying point in mak- 
ing the world do things about the 
plight of lepers everywhere. 

But it was done at great cost to 
himself—the cost of his life—for 
after he was on Molokai twelve 

ears he caught the disease, and 

ater died at the age of 49. 

We will be hearing more of this 
gripping story no doubt as the 
months go by, and I know our 
young readers will want to go to 
the library and find everything 
they can about Father: Damien.

Fear Of Death 


The thought of death shakes the 
moral and mental frame of many 
an aged person. It is a strange 
and unknown horizon that beck- 
ons. And somehow strangeness is 
disturbing to everyone; and the 
unknown bestirs the imagination 
and feelings. Observe what hap- 
pens when mother puts some new 
dish of food before the family. All 
the eyes ask simultaneously, “What 
is it?” Then each one pokes, picks, 
smells, and tastes like the chief 
poison-detector for the King of 
Limitonia. Only faith in mother’s 
cooking. and assurance that she 
loves you make you take the des- 
perate bite. So it is with the 
strangeness and the unknown of 
the world beyond. Death is a real- 
ity that must be faced and not 
feared. 


When rumors were rife some 
years ago that the end of the world 
was near a-very nervous woman 
called the monastery. “Brother,” 
she screamed excitedly, “I just 
read in the paper that a large num- 
ber of people were selling their 
homes in California because the 
end of the world is coming. What'll 
I do? What’ll I do?” The brother 
who had been quietly saying his 
beads when the phone rang serene- 
ly and firmly answered: “Confes- 
sions will be heard on Saturday 
from 4 until 6 and 7 until 9.” 


Today more than ever before we 
are confronted with the cult of 
fear which advertizes that natural 
evil is the ultimate evil and natur- 
al remedies are sufficient for the 
cure, that we face death by pro- 
longing life, that we encounter 
pain and suffering by killing it, 
that we must have a twentieth cen- 
tury dread of falling hair, shrink- 


arches. The philosophy of the 
world inspires us to cultivate and 
waste the emotion of fear on 
events and conditions that are ulti- 
mately inevitable. 

There are as many grades of 
human values as there are grades 
of foods or kingdoms in the world 
of life. A stone should not be 
treated like a carrot; a carrot Is 
not given the care a pet dog re- 
ceives; a dog should not be loved 
more than a child; and the child’s 
body should not be cultivated more 
than its soul. Did not Christ say 
“And do not be afraid of those who 
kill the body but cannot kill the 


soul. But rather be afraid of him 


who is able to destroy both soul 


ing gums, bad manners and fallen | 


and body in hell.” 


Soul’s Protective Agent 


If the body has its instincts; so 
too does the soul. If fear is a pro- 
tective agent for the body, how 
much more should it be so for the 
soul. But the world is topsy-turvy 
in its choice of values. So often 
the mineral kingdom with its dia- 
monds, gold and silver command 
more attention and care than food, 
body or soul; so often animals are 
preferred to children; so often the 
soul is neglected for vanishing per- 
fection of the body. The man who 
fears the loss of things that are 
perishable is doomed to disappoint- 
ment; little wonder that his fear 
becomes abnormal. 


There are both natural and su- 
pernatural remedies for fear that 
is vain, misplaced, exaggerated or 
suppressed. An understanding 
parent or friend, good sound think- 
ing that analyzes the problem, or 
a wholesome contrary experience 
can transform a person’s fear to 
fortitude. Supernaturally, God in 
His goodness has given all of us 
spiritual assistance, through the 
example of Christ and His Blessed 
Mother, the Sacraments of Con- 
fession and Communion and the 
therapeutic virtues of faith and 
love. 


The anomaly is this: That non- 
religious and non-believing per- 
sons accuse religion of stirring up 
and exploiting fear in people. They 
eall religion “the opium of the 
people.” If the comforting words 
of Christ: “Don’t be anxious,” “fear 
not,” “have faith,” and “peace be 
to you,” are opium, then let us 
have more of this “religious opi- 
um.” It is lack of religion in 
Communist countries that creates 
fear, terror and dread; and faith 
in God that dispels them... 

It is the man of little faith who 
mistrusts, is restless, uncertain. 
Man’s urge to find out for himself, 
to experience everything, has led 
him to lose faith in himself, then 
in others. In a world that is asham- 
ed to show a love for God, there 
will be little faith. Man’s world 
rocks the foundations of man’s 
mind and soul. But God’s world 
and universe erects a foundation 
infinitely deep beyond the stars. 
Look up at the sky at night and 
behold the writing in the alpha- 
bet of the stars that says: “God 
holds you safely in His Omnipo- 
tent Hands.”

“let it be printed.” This is the 
word by which the Bishop or his 
delegate approves or licenses a 
printed work for publication. 
Another expression, Imprimi po- 
test — “it may be printed” — may 
also be noted on some printed 
works. This is the expression by 
which the general, provincial or 
prelate of a religious order ap- 
proves of the publication of a 
work by a member of the order. 
It is a steadfast rule of the 
Church that no book or printed 
matter dealing with religious or 
moral subjects may be published 
unless previously censored by ec- 
clesiastical authority and permis- 
sion officially granted for the pub- 
lication of the work. Even when 
they are writing on secular sub- 
jects, clergy and religious must 
have this permission. 

This “censérship” is for the pro- 
tection of the faithful — it is not 
difficult to understand the damage 
that could be done through the 
publication of a heretical or pur- 
posely distorted treatment of some 
phase of our religion by a bigot or 
some other enemy of the faith 
masquerading as an authority. For 
the further protection of the faith- 
ful, the Church strictly forbids 
Catholics to read, keep, sell or give 
away any book or printed matter 
dangerous to faith or morals, writ-

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As this obligation is tangent to the rights of 

men, it might be well to discuss man’s right to 

care first; then take up the profession's 
responsibility to secure these rights. 

The first right of man mentioned in our Con- 
stitution is his right to life. If a man’s life is in 
jeopardy for the price of an operation, has he a 
right to medical care? He does, in our society, if 
he is indigent and lives near a free medical center. 
What is his right in the country if his income can- 
not cover long and expensive illness? Leo XIII tells 
us, “To the state the interest of all are equal wheth- 
er high or low.” (Rerum Novarum). If any one 
has a right to medical care, every man has it. 

But this right does not mean that any particular 
doctor or any particular hospital must provide the 
care, though the phySician, as an individual and 
as a member of a group, has a professional duty 
of justice and charity. As an individual, he must. 
in justice, charge only a fair price for his services 
and must never “exercise pressure for the sake of 
indigent and destitute.” 
Novarum). As an individual, he must, in charity, 
do his best for his fellowmen. Is he not of God — 
bound to a stewardship of his time, his talents, his

Chapter XIX 
MARYLAND 


F the thirteen original colonies, 

Maryland is the only one 

—— and colonized by Catho- 
ics, 

George Calvert, first Lord Bal- 
timore, was born in London in 
1580. He was a prominent figure 
in English government 


I. In 1624, he resigned the office 
of Secretary of State, because he 
became a convert to the Catholic 
faith. The King regranted to him, 
however, all his lands and titles, 
~ religious clause being omit- 
ted. 


In 1620 Lord Baltimore had pur- 
chased a plantation in Newfound- 
land, which he called Avalon. In 
1623 he received from the govern- 
ment of England a grant to form 
the Province of Avalon. In 1627 he 
undertook to establish this colony. 
He brought with him both Catho- 
lics and Protestants, accompanied 
by two Catholic priests and one 
Protestant minister. This is re- 
corded as the first grant of reli- 
gious freedom in the new contt- 
nent. 


However, the colony did not 
prosper and was abandoned. In 
1629 he petitioned the King for a 
new grant in a better climate. He 
first requested a grant of land 
south of the James River, but he 
met opposition from the Virginia 
Company. He then requested a 
grant north and east of the Po- 
tomae River, which he obtained. 
He asked that the new province be 
called Maryland in honor of Maria, 
Catholic wife of King Charles I. 
But before the actual charter was 
drawn, Lord Baltimore died on 
April 15, 1632. 

The charter for Maryland was 
issued to his son, Cecilius Calvert, 
as Second Lord Baltimore. At 
first he intended to accompany the 
colonists to America, but there 
were sO many enemies to his co- 
lonial projects. he decided to re- 
main in England to protect his 
rights. He put fis _ brothers, 
George and Leonard, in charge of 
the expedition.

That same year Cecilius 
Calvert submitted to the General 
Assembly of the Province a body of 
sixteen-laws for their consideration. 
One of these was the now famous 
“Act concerning Religion,” which 
guaranteed freedom of worship to 
all citizens of Maryland. The ma- 
jority of this legislative body were 
Catholics, and this act passed with- 
out a dissenting vote. The first 
of its kind in the colonies, this law 
provided: 

“And Whereas the enforcing of 
the conscience in matters of rell- 
gion hath frequently fallen out to 
be of dangerous consequence in 
thosé commonwealths where it 
hath been practised, and for the 
more quiet and peaceable govern- 
ment of the province and the bet- 
ter to preserve mutual love and 
amity amongst the inhabitants 
thereof: Be it therefore enacted 
that noe person or persons what- 
soever within this province *** 
professing to believe in Jesus 
Christ, shall henceforth be in any 
waies troubled, molested nor dis- 
countenanced for or in respect. of 
his or her religion. or in the free 
exercise thereof within this pro- 
vince nor in anything compelled to 
the belief or exercise of any other 
religion against his or her con- 
sent.” . 

Maryland always remained the 
fountain source of Catholicity 
among the early colonies.

tation of the freedom of _ the 
Church to teach.” - 
The bishops added that “the 


most elemental social justice re- 
quires that teachers of religion, 
who work like others and have 
the same economic needs, should 
have the same rights as regards 
salaries.” 

Referring to the appointment of 
a director general for religious ed- 
ucation, the hierarchy urged that 
the nomination to this post be re- 
served to the bishops, or at least 
be made in consultation and agree- 
ment with them.

Certain Measures In Education Law 


THE BISHOPS pointed out 
meanwhile that other government 
measures burden parents who send 
their children to Catholic schools 
with a special tax to provide vaca- 
tions for public school children. 
They urged the president to bear 
in mind that the private schools 
are already saving. the government 
large amounts through their work 
and the large percentage of stu- 
dents whom they educate free of 
charge through scholarships. 


(A total of 27,600 children and 
young people attend Catholic 
schools in Bolivia. A breakdown 
shows 16,700 boys in 190 educa- 
tional centers, and 10,900 girls 
in 51 schools.) 


The bishops took occasion also 
to renew a petition to the govern- 
ment to remove “barriers against 
the free administration of baptism 
and matrimony,” which they said 
is sometimes subjected to condi- 
tions that are difficult to meet. 

The law at present demands that 
prior to the religious ceremony, 

hich is not civilly recognized, 
couples who wish to get married 
must appear before a civil judge. 
It is also prescribed that a civil 
registration must take place before 
a baptism is held in a church.

Three Year Contract 


At LaSalle College 


Philadelphia. — (NC) — Jim 
Pollard, professional basketball 
“The Kangaroo 
Kid,” has been named to succeed 
Ken Loeffler as basketball coach 
at LaSalle College here. He was 
signed to a three-year contract. 


The former Stanford University 
star helped the Minneapolis Lak- 
ers to win six professional basket- 
ball championships in three dif- 
ferent leagues.

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THESE QUESTIONS, and their 


various ramifications, are the ones 


the nine Justices of the United 
States Supreme Court are now con- 
centrating their deliberations on. 
The High Court has just wound up 
four days of oral argument on how 
its decree of last May 17—de- 
claring race segregation in the 
public schools unconstitutional— 
should be put into effect. 


When it ruled that the ‘sep- 
arate but equal’ doctrine “has no 
place” in the field of public edu- 
cation, the tribunal called for a 
rehearing on implementation of 
the decision. Originally slated 
for last fall, the hearing was 
postponed indefinitely following 
the death of Justice Robert H. 
Jackson and pending Senate 
confirmation of Justice John M., 
Harlan as his successor. But 
even though the arguments were 
not heard until April, the court 
is generally expected to issue its 
new decision before it adjourns 
for the summer, 


The state attorneys general all 
urged the court not to put any time 
limit on the desegregation pro- 
cess, holding that the cases should 

See Supreme Court, next page 
be sent back to the local Federal 
District Courts for action. 


SPOKESMEN for some states— 
including South Carolina, Virginia 
and North Carolina declared that 
their people would not obey a ver- 
dict calling for an immediate end 
to school segregation. 


Attorneys speaking in behalf 
of Negro children argued, how- 
ever, that segregation should be 
ended immediately. Thurgood 
Marshall, counsel for the Nation- 
al Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, said 
the least the negroes should be 
asked to accept would be dese- 
gregation by September, 1956. 
Disputing the contention of some 
states that a “forthwith” decree 
would lead to violence, Mr. Mar- 
shall said that once the law is 
made clear, the people will obey. 
He said that the fact that Cath- 
olic schools in such states as 
Texas and South Carolina have 
been integrated shows that it 
can be done. 


The Virginia spokesman, Attor- 
ney General J. Lindsay Almand, 
Jr., held that integration in the 
Catholic schools hag no bearing on 
the case. He said that only seven 
per cent of the parochial school 
children in his state are Negroes, 
and besides, the parochial schools 
are not tax-supported. The schools 
of Virginia “might have to close” 
if an abrupt end of segregation 
were ordered, he said. 


It was the Department of Jus- 
tice that called for a middle- 
of-the-road policy between those 
suggested by the states and the 
NAACP. Solicitor General Si- 
mon Sobeloff, presenting the 
government argument as a 
“Friend of the Court,” said that 
the U.S. “rejected extremes on 
both sides” and offered “a coun- 
sel of moderation with firmness” 
instead. He said that the cases 
could not rightly be considered 
“as a lump,” and asked that the 
Supreme Court remand them to 
the District Courts with guiding 
instructions, but with no. time 
limit. 

Mr. Sobeloff suggested that the 
High Court set a deadline of 90 
days for the local school boards 
involved to file a plan for integra- 
tion with the District Courts, but 
not “tie” the hands of the local 
Federal Judges. While “attitudes 
must be considered,” ~ he said, 
“they should not control.” Assert

“I have a strong conviction on 
the place of religion in higher ed- 
ucation and I want to help you 
keep the lights burning in Catholic 
colleges and universities,” he de- 
clared.
